Thousand 
households 
sign up to 
Big Switch 

MORE than a thousand 
households are hoping to 
save hundreds of pounds on 
their energy bills after 
signing up for Walsall 
Council’s Big Switch 
Scheme. 

The project, run in part¬ 
nership with energy group, 
iChoosr, has seen Walsall 
residents come together in 
search of a better deal. 

Similar schemes have 
been introduced by other 
local authorities, including 
Wolverhampton. 

Auction 

Regeneration boss Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“There’s been a great 
response to Walsall’s first 
ever involvement in the 
energy switch auction, with 
more than 1,050 residents 
coming together in search of 
a better deal on their gas and 
electricity supplies. 

Altogether, more than 
24,000 households country¬ 
wide have registered for the 
initiative during this period, 
which aims to help people 
find better tariffs by collec¬ 
tively negotiating a better 
deal with suppliers via their 
local authority. 

Those who signed up will 
now be sent a no-obligation 
offer with a suggested tariff, 
those who choose to not 
accept it can sign up along 
with other residents for the 
next round of bidding on 
July 15. 

Post office 
open longer 

A BUSY post office in 
Walsall will be refurbished 
and have its opening hours 
extended from next month. 

The Crescent Post Office, 
in Broadway North, Chuck- 
ery, will be closed on July 5 
for refurbishment work to 
take place. 

It will reveal its new look 
the next day and its opening 
hours will then extend to 66 
per week, up from the 
current 41. 

The scheme forms part of 
the Post Office’s plans to 
modernise the network and 
extend opening hours. The 
branch will open earlier and 
close later each day.

More double 
yellow lines 
are proposed 

NEW parking restrictions including double 
yellow lines are planned for more than 70 
roads in Walsall. 

More than 50 roads across the borough 
are due to get new double yellow lines in a 
bid to stop dangerous parking, improve 
safety and boost traffic flow. Dozens more 
will see changes to existing restrictions. 

Steps are being taken to improve parking 
close to the new £4.5 million Pelsall Village 
Centre, built-up streets in The Butts and 
around several schools in the borough. 

Investigated 

A legal order about the new restrictions 
has been published by Walsall Council. 

The changes are being considered follow¬ 
ing requests for changes to parking restric¬ 
tions and for new measures. These have 
been investigated by traffic officers. 

Double yellow lines are planned for Noose 
Lane close to Fibbersley Park Primary 
School in Willenhall and Darlaston Lane 
near to St Thomas More School, Willenhall. 

The traffic plan is out to consultation and 
objections in writing can be sent to the head 
of democratic services, Walsall Council, 
Lichfield Street, Walsall by tomorrow 
(Friday).

COUNCILLORS are calling for 
action on a dangerous stretch of 
road that they claim is being used 
like ‘Brands Hatch’ and has been 
the scene of several crashes. 

One resident has had eight cars written off by 
insurers after cars collided with her parked 
vehicle in Coalpool Lane. 

It is one of the borough’s worst accident blackspots 
with drivers regularly striking residents’ cars parked on 
the side of the road. 

Last weekend a resident’s parked Peugeot 206 was 
thrown more than 50 yards through the air and into a 
hedge after being struck by a black Alfa Romeo, whose 
driver then fled the scene. 

The owner of the Peugeot, trainee nurse Sue Corley, 
said it was her eighth car that had been 
written off in smashes on the road outside 
her home. She says she is going to move 
because of the incidents. 

Insurance 

The 44-year-old, who has lived in Coalpool 
Lane for more than 20 years, said: “I’m 
moving in two months because I can’t take 
it anymore. It’s horrid. My insurance is 
going through the roof.” 

Another angry resident 49-year-old 
carpet fitter Anthony Halls has seen two of 
his vans written off. 

Blakenall ward Councillor Bob Thomas 
said: “The stretch of road that runs along¬ 
side the cemetery seems to be used by some 
motorists as a fast track. 

“The council introduced a strip of resi¬ 
dent parking effectively narrowing the road 
but it doesn’t to have had the desired effect. 

Blakenall Councillor Pete Smith added: 
“Some motorists treat Coalpool Lane as if it 
was Brands Hatch. 

“I have been involved in trying to get the 
council to do something about the road, 
unfortunately without much success.” 

“I think something needs must be done. I 
would like to see very prominent 30 mile per 
hour signs and slow down signs before the 
bends, as well as illuminated signs telling 
people if they are speeding.”

Aston Manor 
Road Transport Museum was given permis¬ 
sion to convert commercial premises in 
Shenstone Drive, Aldridge.

Councillor Barbara 
Cassidy, the Labour group’s 
spokesperson for children’s 
services, said the council had 
to failed to properly consult 
youngsters, parents and the 
wider community. 

She said “Its reliance on 
social media such as Face- 
book and Twitter to inform 
people has been about as 
effective as sending out 
notices by carrier pigeons. 

“This is just another 
example of the council’s 
appalling record on consul¬ 
tation, of pushing through 
policies without giving 
enough notice or listening to 
the concerns of local commu¬ 
nities.”

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Jail warning to edl supporter over protest 


AN ENGLISH Defence League sup¬ 
porter who shouted abuse and used 
threatening behaviour during a 
demonstration in Walsall has been 
warned he could face a jail term. 

Jack Beasley travelled from 
Durham to take part in the protest 
which brought Walsall town centre 
to a standstill on September 29. 

Miss Rhiannon Jones, prosecut¬ 
ing, told last week’s hearing at 
Walsall Magistrates Court that the 
23-year-old also allegedly threw a 
‘missile’ towards police. 


Beasley was seen on CCTV point¬ 
ing aggressively at police and swear¬ 
ing and Miss Jones said footage also 
showed him picking up materials 
from the floor near a pub, including 
a piece of wood. 

She told the court: “There are two 
photographs of the defendant 
apparently throwing an object at 
what would be towards police lines. ” 

Beasley was arrested at the scene 
and made no comment during inter¬ 
views. 

Miss Jones said Beasley was a 


member of the South Shields EDL 
division. 

Beasley, of Cedar Road, Bishop 
Auckland, initially denied using 
threatening words or behaviour 
with the intent to cause fear or 
provoke unlawful violence. But he 
changed his plea to guilty on the day 
of his trial. 

When asked whether he threw 
anything at police, he said: “I didn’t 
throw no missiles.” 

District Judge Michael Morris 
adjourned the hearing for a pre-sen¬ 


tence report to be prepared. He told 
Beasley: “Your level of violence was 
such that I need to consider all sen¬ 
tencing options, including a prison 
sentence. 

“I’m also considering making a 
criminal anti-social behaviour 
order.” 

The case was adjourned until July 
9 and Beasley was released on condi¬ 
tional bail. 

In September last year trouble 
flared during an EDL rally in Leices¬ 
ter Street.

FOOTBALL banning orders will be sought 
against two Walsall fans who tried to incite 
violence at the Banks’s Stadium. 

Saddlers supporters Daniel Arrowsmith, of Willenhall, 
and Joshua Jessop, of Blakenall, tried to stir up trouble fol¬ 
lowing a match between Walsall and Bury on April 20, a 
court heard. Mrs Kelly Crowe, prosecuting, said the pair 
went onto the pitch after the last game of the season, which 


New bedroom 
rule is worse 
than poll tax 
- councillor 

RESIDENTS are inundat¬ 
ing Walsall councillors with 
calls saying they are already 
in rent arrears because of 
the bedroom tax. 

Councillor Pete Smith 
says he has received a 
‘stream of calls’ from resi¬ 
dents who say they are more 
than £100 in arrears since 
the tax came into force. 

Although figures for 
housing tenants’ arrears 
since the ‘spare room 
subsidy’ came in effect are 
not yet available for Walsall, 
Councillor Smith says he has 
had calls from worried resi¬ 
dents from his own Blake¬ 
nall ward and beyond. 

The new rules see 14 per 
cent of a tenant’s housing 
benefit removed if they have 
one spare bedroom and 25 
per cent if they have two or 
more. 

Democratic Labour party 
member Councillor Smith is 
compiling a file of those 
affected so he can pass on 
any relevant information. 

“It is absolutely impera¬ 
tive that as much pressure 
as possible is exerted on all 
the political parties as this 
disgraceful ‘tax on the poor’ 
is hitting people much 
harder than even the poll tax 
did over 20 years ago,” he 
added.

Arrowsmith, aged 21, of 
Douglas Davies Close, Wil¬ 
lenhall, and Jessop, 18, of 
Well Lane, Blakenall, each 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
using threatening words or 
behaviour to cause harass¬ 
ment, alarm or distress. 

Mr Brij Choudhury, repre¬ 
senting Arrowsmith, said 
the application for a football 
banning order was likely to 
be contested and requested 
an adjournment. Jessop was 
not represented. 

Both defendants were 
allowed unconditional bail 
until their next appearance 
at the same court on June 
19.

THE owner of a tea shop has thanked the 
public for their generous donations to help 
a Walsall boy who had both legs amputated.

year and began collecting for the fund. 
Tanya, 52, said: “Together, both staff and 
customers have managed to raise a fantastic 
amount, which just goes to show how gener¬ 
ous people are in Cannock. 

“Every day new people would come into 
the shop and give money without even 
thinking twice. We didn’t expect to raise this 
much and are all so pleased with our efforts. 

“This is definitely something I will be 
doing at the Copper Kettle again,” she 
added.

WORK has finally started on 
a stalled road scheme which 
will pave the way for a new 
32,000-plot cemetery near 
Brownhills, following five 
months of delays. 

Engineers from BT have 
started 16 weeks of improve¬ 
ments connected to 
Springhill Cemetery, which 
has sold 4,000 plots months 
in advance of its opening. 

The project was meant to 
begin in the new year. The 
roadworks come after bosses 
at the cemetery were told to 
stop work on the site itself. 
Lichfield District Council 
said that work had started 
without proper permission. 

Delayed 

Kamran Saleem, sales and 
administration manager for 
Springhill Cemetery Group 
on the Walsall Road, said 
they ‘downed tools’ when 
the notice was given, and 
had been only maintaining 
the grassland since. 

BT had been due to start 
laying phone lines on April 
15 but the telephone 
company was delayed. When 
BT complete their works 
National Grid will install 
power cables. Utilities com¬ 
panies will move onto the 
site before a new road island 
is constructed. 

“We will be allowed to 
start work on the site once 
the road island is in place,” 
said Mr Saleem. 

Night market 
next month 

TRADERS, entertainers 
and a sponsor are being 
sought for Walsall’s third 
night market. 

It will be held in the town 
centre on Thursday, July 25, 
from 5pm to 9pm. 

It follows two other suc¬ 
cessful night markets in 
March and October.

Elderly woman's son charged with murder

A MAN accused of killing his 
elderly mother in Walsall 
appeared in court on Monday 
charged with her murder. 

Ian Henderson, aged 61, of 
Stephenson Avenue, is charged 
with murdering 86-year-old Lilian 
at the home they shared on the 
Beechdale estate. 

He appeared at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates by video link to be formally 
informed of the charge and to 


confirm his name, age and address 
while he is remanded at Hewell 
Prison in Redditch. 

Henderson was arrested in March 
after his mother was found at their 
home with head injuries. 

Plea 

She was taken to hospital but 
later died of her injuries. 

Henderson was due to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court yes¬ 


terday morning (Wednesday) where 
he was expected to enter a plea. 

Mrs Henderson was airlifted to 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham after she was discov¬ 
ered with head injuries on March 13. 

A police cordon was put in place 
around the house and a blue forensic 
tent put up in the back garden. 

Residents said they were woken 
by the sound of an air ambulance 
landing outside the house. 


Neighbours of Mrs Henderson 
said she was a widow and walked 
with the aid of a frame and had diffi¬ 
culty getting around. 

She had lived on the estate for a 
number of years. 

People who lived nearby spoke of 
their shock at the news of her death. 

Henderson had been due to 
appear before a court on Friday but 
the hearing was delayed due to 
strike action by court staff.

Dog neglect 
couple get a 
20-year ban 


A COUPLE have been banned from keeping 
animals for 20 years after two dogs were 
found neglected at their home. 

Police came across the female Stafford¬ 
shire bull terrier-type dogs when they were 
called to Dean Ball and Gemma Elson’s 
home in Bloxwich last October, Walsall Mag¬ 
istrates Court heard. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting on behalf 
of the RSPCA, said dog mess was found on 
the floor of the house and added that it 
smelled so badly that one officer had to run 
outside to be sick. 

Filthy 

She said there were ‘filthy’ conditions 
throughout the house. 

A dog called Saffy was found in an emaci¬ 
ated state in an outhouse, while another dog, 
called Kizzy, had also been neglected. 

Ball, 24, and 23-year-old Elson, of Church 
Street, previously admitted causing unnec¬ 
essary suffering by failing to act to address 
the animal’s weight loss, and two charges of 
failing to ensure the welfare of both dogs 
between September and October last year. 

Miss Stephanie Brownlees, mitigating, 
said their home was now clean. 

Magistrates handed them both a 12- 
month community order, with a supervision 
requirement, and ordered them to each do 
180 hours’ unpaid work. 

They were both ordered to pay £825 costs 
and a £60 victim surcharge, and were 
banned from keeping animals for 20 years.

COUNCIL bosses are demanding the Govern¬ 
ment intervenes over Network Rail’s failure to 
deliver speed improvements on the Walsall to 
Rugeley line, one of the fastest-growing com¬ 
muter routes in the country. 

The rail company had promised an upgrade 
from 45mph to 75mph by the end of this year but 
now says the improvements will have to wait 
another four years, until 2017. 

A special budget of £5.4 million had been set 
aside for the work in the Chancellor’s autumn 
statement. London Midland, which operates the 
line, says it will no longer be able to bring in 
planned upgrades in services without the 
funding. 

Cannock Council’s transport leader Gordon 
Alcott called Network Rail’s U-turn ‘unaccept¬ 


able.’ He is calling on the Government to reverse 
the decision. 

The Chase line has seen a massive growth in 
use, more than four times higher than increases 
elsewhere in the country in the past 12 months. 

Nationally train travel is up by seven per cent 
compared to a leap of 13 per cent at Cannock, 18 
per cent at Hednesford and 29 per cent at Rugeley 
Town station. 

Million 

Around one million people travelled the line 
last year, including passengers using Bloxwich, 
Landywood and Walsall stations. Of the total, 
91,000 were new rail users. 

The line is due to be electrified by December 
2017 in a £30 million scheme that will see new 


track, better signalling, longer platforms and 
lighter, quicker trains, 

Network Rail spokesman Kevin Groves said: 
“Electrification was not on the table when the 
line speed improvements were agreed. We will 
now carry out the line speed improvements at the 
same time as electrification to avoid disrupting 
passengers twice because of work to the line.” 

But the council says the news is a ‘major 
setback’ to the region. Cannock and Hednesford 
lost two peak-time Birmingham services last year 
and, from December, will have the lowest off-peak 
frequency of any commuter route from Birming¬ 
ham. Councillor Alcott said: “Network Rail’s 
decision is unacceptable and must be reversed in 
the interests of the growing number of com¬ 
muters who rely on the service.” 


Baby Lexi makes her 
arrival by BMW car 


MOST women give birth on a hospital bed, in 
a birthing pool or even at home - but gutsy 
Walsall mother Gemma Meek delivered her 
baby on the passenger seat of her family car.

Hospital, 23-year-old 
Gemma realised she could 
not wait any longer and baby 
was well and truly on its way. 

Within seconds the BMW, 
known for its ‘ultimate 
driving machine’ slogan, 
became more of a delivery 
machine for Gemma. 

Caught 

As Anthony rushed inside 
the hospital for help, 
Gemma sat screaming in 
pain in the car before dra¬ 
matically giving birth to a 
baby girl in the front passen- 
er seat of the car - as 
ozens of people headed in 
and out of the hospital. 

“It all happened so quick,” 
said Gemma, who is now 
back home in Walsall with 
baby Lexi. “Anthony ran 
inside and I tried to keep the 
baby in but she pushed and 
pushed. 

“I felt her head through 
my trousers, and then her 
shoulders. 

“She then pushed three 
times before I literally 
caught her in my hands,” 
said Gemma. 

“I couldn’t believe what 
had happened, then 
Anthony came running back 
and saw me with the baby.” 

Three workers from the 
hospital’s cancer ward, who 
were passing the car on their 
breaky, rushed to offer help 
and blankets to Gemma, 
before paramedics took her 
and her new-born to the 
maternity unit.

Pub trade 
hit hard 
by bridge 
building 

WORK to build a replace¬ 
ment railway bridge 
through Darlaston is due to 
begin this autumn, with 
business fearing months of 
lost income. 

Bentley Road South has 
been shut since April as part 
of preparation work for the 
bridge scheme, which is part 
of a £26 million road 
improvement scheme. 

Drivers have been warned 
diversions could be in place 
for 18 months. 

The Bentley Green pub, 
located near Bentley Road 
South, has seen takings drop 
by nearly a third in the last 
few months. 

Assistant manager 
Robert Smith said it was 
harder for customers to get 
to the pub. They were now 
forced to go along Midland 
Road and then along Wolver¬ 
hampton Road or onto the 
Black Country Route. 

“It has had a massive 
impact on us,” he said “For 
anyone to get here it is quite 
a big diversion. 

“We have lost out on the 
passing trade as they don’t 
know we are there.” 

He added they were 
approaching the council 
over signs to help them 
while the road closure is in 
place. 

The replacement bridge is 
expected to cost £1.8m. The 
road upgrade work also fits 
in with the creation of the 
40-acre Black Country 
Enterprise Zone in Darlas¬ 
ton. 

Bulls Head 
plan axed 

THE £1 million transforma¬ 
tion of an empty pub in 
Bloxwich, which would have 
created 40 jobs, has been 
scrapped. 

Pub giant JD Wether- 
spoons had been poised to 
take over The Bulls Head, in 
Park Street. But the firm 
has confirmed that it is no 
longer taking over the build¬ 
ing . 

Planning permission was 
granted last year to extend 
and refurbish the 80-year- 
old hostelry. 

Eddie Gershon, 

spokesman for Wether- 
spoons, said: “This was a site 
Wetherspoons was consider¬ 
ing but is not now proceed¬ 
ing with it. But it is still 
looking at the town.” 

The pub closed in 2007 
and was badly damaged in a 
suspected arson attack in 
2011.

Robbers must pay or spend more time in jail

FOUR members of an armed gang of robbers, 
including two from Walsall, who targeted jewellers, 
a bookmakers and homes will face longer behind 
bars unless they repay £25,000. 

Ex-Coventry City footballer Ryan Jones and 
Qaiser Rashid, both of Walsall, together with 
Imran Zaman and Lewis Richards, both of Birm¬ 
ingham, were said to have benefited by £111,081.56 
during the crime spree. 

The gang struck at least 11 times in four months, 
escaping with luxury cars and goods worth hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds. They were jailed last 
year after admitting conspiracy to rob between 
October 2010 and January 2011. 

A proceeds of crime hearing at Wolverhampton 


Crown Court was told financial investigators 
believed Jones, of Watermere, Shelfield, benefited 
from £44,293.31. Assets included a watch, Renault 
Clio and cash. The 23-year-old, sentenced to nine 
years, was ordered to pay £11,236.51. 

The court heard that 28-year-old Rashid, of 
Drayton Street, Alumwell, who is serving a five- 
year prison sentence, had been uncooperative with 
investigators and was ordered to repay the full 
amount sought, which totalled £9,873. 

They will have to pay within six months or face 
another six months behind bars. 

Zaman, 24, of Edwards Street, Birmingham, 
serving a nine-year term, was said to have bene¬ 
fited by £13,438.25 with assets including a Mini 


Cooper. But Judge Michael Challinor said he was 
satisfied the car was his mother’s and ordered him 
to repayjust £29.80 or spend another day in prison. 

It was claimed that Richards, 22, of Brockwell 
Road, longstanding, serving six-and-a-half years, 
had benefited from £43,477. His assets included a 
watch and he was told to pay £4,230 within six 
months or face three months more in jail. 

It comes after the gang’s ringleader Waheed 
Zaman, of Calshot Road, Great Barr, who is serving 
a 10-year prison term, was ordered to repay just 
£9,000, despite prosecutors claiming he benefited 
from £41,740. 

In one raid, the robbers escaped with £9,000 
worth of gold rings from Laxmi jewellers in Walsall.

Pelsall Ladies Choir is cel¬ 
ebrating its 50th birthday. 
TOM MASON talks to 
some of it’s members 

THE hobby of choral singing 
has had a recent resurgence in 
popularity with programmes 
such as the Army Wives and 
Songs of Praise encouraging 
more people to give it a go. 

But for Pelsall Ladies Choir, which is 
celebrating 50 years of singing, its busi¬ 
ness as usual. 

Originally formed in 1963 as the Pelsall 
Townswomen’s Guild Choir, the organi¬ 
sation has swelled from just seven 
members to more than 30. 

June Davenhill, the musical director, 
has remained at the heart of the group 
during this time and at the age of 77 con¬ 
tinues to lead the group from strength to 
strength. 

In their first year the group surprised 
not only themselves, but also other choirs 
by winning a competition at a choral 
music festival. 

Award 

The following year, with more singers, 
they entered the intermediate section 
and were again successful. 

With more members joining who 
weren’t part of the guild, the decision was 
made to change the name to its current 
title. 

Over the next three decades the group 
continued to win award after award and 
it was during this time that the club 
began raising money for charity. 

This became an important part of the 
group’s activities and over the years it 
has helped raise thousands for charities 
across the region through concerts held 
in the area’s two churches. Mrs Davenhill

says: “Our charity work is very impor¬ 
tant to us now more than ever before. 
We all love helping local causes.” 

Another change was the introduction 
of a set outfit that made the group 
instantly recognisable beginning with a 
series of crimplene dresses became the 
‘uniform’ worn for a year or two and 
then changed. 

June remembers one dress in particu¬ 
lar, a pink crimplene gown, which she 
said made the ladies resemble raspberry 
blancmange when seen en masse on 
stage. She adds “This was in the mini 
era, and one husband was heard to 
remark that they won more competi¬ 
tions with their legs than their voices.” 

Eventually a long black skirt and 


blouse was agreed upon, but trying to 
persuade more than40 women to agree 
on a style and colour was always going 
to be a problem and eventually the well 
known black skirt and top, livened up 
with a silk flower and scarf emerged as 
the group’s favourite. 

Claire Whitehouse, who is one of the 
group’s newest and youngest members, 
says: “The choir makes me feel good, 
especially after a bad day. When singing, 
all of your troubles and cares disappear. 

“I have been made to feel very 
welcome, and I have met some lovely 
new friends, whom I hope will remain 
friends for life.” 

Mrs Davenhill says the group attracts 
people from all backgrounds and had 


become even more popular after a 
number of recent television documen¬ 
taries highlighted the hobby. 

“It’s a really diverse group with people 
from all walks of life, we don’t have any 
requirements apart from the ability to 
sing,” she says. 

Another member, Christine Halford, 
adds: “Being in the choir means I get to 
sing beautiful music. 

“Our concerts help many charities, it 
gives me joy, friendships, and singing is 
very good for the soul, I always leave in a 
happy mood.” 

This year the charity chosen to raise 
money for Heartlink. 

It was set up to provide a special life 
support system, used on young children 
and babies with respiratory and heart 
failure and which saved the life of the 
two-year-old grandson of one of the choir 
members. 

Key among the choir’s events is the 
annual concert for Walsall’s mayor that 
has raised money for many causes sup¬ 
ported by the town’s annually-changing 
figurehead. 

Assured 

The group continues to hold regular 
concerts alternatively at Pelsall 
Methodist and St Michael’s Church. 

Mrs Davenhill hopes the future of the 
group will be assured by it’s newer 
members. 

“I would like to see the group continue 
into the future and carry on as a charita¬ 
ble organisation and give pleasure to as 
many people as we can,” she says. 

The choir meets in the hall of St. 
Michael’s School, Maple Road, Pelsall, 
every Monday during term time from 
7pm to 9pm. 

No audition is needed and new 
members are always welcome to this 
friendly group of singers.

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Roy of the Saddlers 
is calling it a day

ALMOST three decades on 
from a decision he describes 
as ‘madness’, things haven’t 
worked out too badly for Roy 
Whalley. 

The 66-year-old was this month 
heralding the dawn of a new era after 
leaving the Banks’s Stadium, avenue he 
played a huge role in helping to develop, 
for the final time as a full-time employee 
of Walsall Football Club. 

Whalley retired on May 31 as the 
club’s commercial director, the role as he 
held for the past three years after step¬ 
ping down as chief executive, closing the 
book on 27 years at the sharp end of life 
with the Saddlers. 

Over that time his impact has been felt 
not only at the Banks’s but in the town. 
He leaves with club on a financially 
sound footing and, as he says, respected 
throughout the game as a ‘model’ for 
how clubs should be run. 

Degree 

But it was all very different back in 
1986 when Whalley, already a well- 
known figure through his teachingjob at 
Manor High School, was offered the role 
of club secretary on the steps of the Town 
Hall by new club chairman Terry 
Ramsden. 

Whalley had just completed a masters 
degree in teaching, spent a year as 
deputy head, his career prospects good. 
By complete contrast, Walsall had spent 
the decade lurching from one crisis to the 
next and their prospects were at best 
uncertain. 

For Whalley, the choice was obvious. 

“I always say it was an easy decision to 
make, but a difficult one to live with for 
a while,” says Whalley. 

“Teaching was very safe job and I’d got 
a family too. To move from that very safe 
position with a bright future, to football, 


which was just about the most unsafe 
profession around, really it was 
madness. But I always think had I not 
taken the opportunity I would have 
looked back and thought if only? 

“I have done things I would never have 
done, I have met people I would never 
have met and I have been to places I 
would never have been had I not been in 
football. 

“I think I have been able to achieve 
more and influence things more than I 
ever could in education. Yes it was a big 
gamble but I have never really regretted 
it.” 

At the time he accepted the job, 
Whalley was already a well-known figure 
at the club’s then home of Fellows Park, 
having played a prominent role in the 
Save Walsall campaign. A fan since 
attending his first game in 1955 at the 
age of seven, he suddenly found himself 
thrust into the lOOmph world of football 
administration, whisked away to a board 
meeting in Kent by helicopter on his 
second day. 

The first five years would be the 
hardest. Within months Ramsden had 
been crippled by the stock market col¬ 
lapse and the club was once again facing 
up to crisis and losing up to £10,000 a 
week. 

That they came through it, finally 
making the move from Fellows Park to 
the Banks’s Stadium in 1990, was in no 
small part down to the efforts of Whalley 
who grafted under the new board headed 
by Barrie Blower and Jeff Bonser. 

Whalley has been the driving force 
behind the club’s rapid commercial 
growth, with the club now home seven 
days a week to conferences, boxing shows 
and all manner of other events bringing 
commerce into Walsall. One his proudest 
achievements was establishing the 
Sunday market at Bescot Stadium.

THE £45,000 revamp of a war memorial in the 
Black Country is all but complete, as plans are 
drawn up for a re-dedication service in the 
autumn. 

Finishing touches are being put to the First World War 
memorial in Moxley, Walsall. 

Stonework and a cross have been lowered into place and 
plaques bearing the names of 98 servicemen who paid the 
ultimate sacrifice were due to be added this week. 

Work began in September last year after it was 
announced that all of Walsall’s war memorials are to be 
restored. Supporters said the revamped monument looked 
‘beautiful’. 

Unveiling 

Work has been carried out in two stages, with the final 
unveiling due to be at a re-dedication service in September 
led by the churches and people of Moxley. 

Representatives of the Staffordshire Regiment are 
expected to attend. 

It will mean the memorial is ready in time for next year’s 
commemorations of the centenary of the start of the First 
World War. 

New benches, railings, lighting and gates have all been 
put in place, along with new brickwork.

Peeking into past with 
town's picture album 


AT WALSALL Local History 
Centre we hold thousands 
of local photographs, from 
the early 1860 s to the 
present day. 

Such collections are obviously 
the first place to look for historic 
images. But it’s easy to forget that 
there is another rich source of fasci¬ 
nating photographs - old books. 

From the late Victorian era, 
when photography was hugely 
popular, there was a fashion for 
books to be published focusing on 
towns, counties, or local worthies 
and businesses. 

Many included photos, some of a 
very high standard, given the limi¬ 
tations on print quality at the time. 

Books like town guides were a 
matter of civic pride, and these as 
well as others such as trade directo¬ 
ries, albums promoting local places 
and businesses, and yet more com¬ 
memorating events, are all worth 
looking at for that rare historic 
picture. 

One particularly interesting local

book is The Walsall Album, pub¬ 
lished by William Henry Robinson 
in 1898. It showcases numerous 
buildings which were already his¬ 
toric in Victorian times. Many have 
long since disappeared or have 
changed use and/or appearance 
today. 

Extraordinary 

Thanks to Mr Robinson, a promi¬ 
nent local journalis, newspaper 
editor, printer, publisher, author, 
astronomer and leading light of the 
Walsall Literary Institute, some 
extraordinary images of Walsall, 
Bloxwich, Rushall and Great Barr 
have been preserved in his books. 

These are through photographs 
commissioned by him, a few of 
which, taken by Draycott of 
Walsall, are reproduced here. 

The Walsall Album also offers a 
fascinating slice of industrial and 
business life around the town in the 
many full-page advertisements 
which alternate with the photo¬ 



graphs it reproduces. While Walsall 
is rightly famous for its saddlery 
trade, it becomes quickly obvious, 
when reading this book and others, 
that it was just one of many in the 
‘Town of a Hundred Trades’. 

Remarkable books such as this 
and South Staffordshire Illustrated 
(cl899), Walsall Past and Present 
(1905), the Walsall Red Books 
(1872-1939), and more, offer a fasci¬ 
nating insight into how the Victori¬ 
ans saw themselves as well as 
revealing many sadly lost town- 
scapes. All are waiting for readers 
to rediscover amongst the thou¬ 
sands of historic volumes preserved 
in the Local Studies Library at 
Walsall Local History Centre.

A boat that sank in 1959 
was also seen for the first time.

War veteran remembers D-Day landings 



‘You never think anything is going to happen to you, you just get on 
with it,’ - D Day veteran Fred Harvey, from Pelsall 


WITH last week’s commemoration of the 
Second World War’s D-Day landings one 
former soldier from Pelsall has relived his 
memories of the battle for Normandy. 

Fearless Fred Harvey was a 21-year-old 
gunner with the South Staffordshire regi¬ 
ment when he stepped out of his boat and 
into a hail of gunfire on Juno Beach in 1944. 

“There was stuff 
going on around me, 
but to be honest I 
didn’t think a great 
deal about it,” said 
Mr Harvey. 

“We were all very 
young, and when 
you’re that age you 
never think any¬ 
thing is ever going to 
happen to you, you 
just get on with it.” 

Now 90 he can still 
remember the day 
clearly and has 
memories of swap¬ 
ping a German rifle 
for a ca of corned Fred Harvey when a 
beef. young soldier

visited Normandy in 2010 but hopes to 
return again next year for the 70th anniver¬ 
sary. 

He said: “The area around has changed a 
lot, but there are still places I recognise. 

“I never tire of returning to Normandy. It 
is always emotional but so worthwhile to 
pay our respects and remember our glorious 
fallen comrades.” 



Potholes 
are finally 
dealt with 

TWO problem roads in 
Pelsall have been resurfaced 
after residents demanded 
“dangerous” potholes be 
repaired.

“The residents are 
ecstatic now that the work 
has been completed.” 

Wendy Berry, aged 62, 
who lives on Victoria Road, 
said it was “ridiculous” how 
long it had taken the council 
to act. 

She said: “We’re over the 
moon that it’s been done, 
but for years I’ve been 
asking for this and nothing 
happened. When they finally 
did it, it only took a matter of 
hours. I couldn’t believe it.”

LONG days promise strong 
growth from flowers, fruit 
and vegetables in the garden, 
on the patio and on the allot¬ 
ment.
